itN normal quality 
Being assured o f 
untainted milk by know ing what the 
cow s had eaten, and how tile milk had 
been cared for, I should w ant to test 
it by the Babcock method to sis* that 
there Mas at least three a n i one half 
per cent o f butter fat in it.
